Whichever it is, the American peos 
ple are becoming much more bitter 
against the German and all his ways 
than we have ever been on this side of 
the line; or, at any rate more demon- 
stratively so. The tone of the Ameri 
can press bristles with grim hostility 
and all traces of German influence 
are being industriously sought for 
and rigorously rooted out. The busi- 
ness men of the United States are 
among the most bitter of all and it is 
certain that after the war it will be 
impossible for German business to 
make any headway inthe effort that 
will of course be put forth to win back 
favor in the States. This is aa evi 
dence of hard headed common sense 
for the business men of the United 
States realize that, just as German 
methods before the war were inimical 
to all other interests but German in- 
terests the danger will be still greater 
after the war.

|Food Board's Order Aimed at Pre- 
venting of Speculation 


The Canada food board has passed 
an order which is expected deunitely 
to prevent speculations in the pro- 
duce business and to limit profits toa 
reasonable margin over cost. rhe 
order provides that on and after July 
1 no person dealing wholesale in 
| meats, lard, cheese, butter, oleomar- 
garine or eggs, in selling to a retail 
dealers, or others not wholesale deal- 
ers, shall charge on each transaction 
more than 10 per centum over his 
(cost price delivered to warchouse. 
When salaried men are employed in 
buying, or when commission is paid, 
the charge for such in computing 
shall not exceed the recognized 
charge for buying or the customary 


commission paid. 

In selling to another wholesale 
dealer the charge on each  transac- 
}tion must not exceed the cost price 
by more than 4 per centum, 

When © selling prints of butter 
which have been moulded or cut by 
himself, the wholesale dealer may be 
permitted to charge an additional 
|price to cover the cost of such 
moulding or cutting, but this addi- 


tional price must not be more 
3 per centum of cost. 

In selling or storing cegs that have 
{been candled by himself, the whole- 
sale dealer may add up to three 
cents per dozen to cover cost of 
candling, cases, fillers, and loss from 
|defective eggs. If he candles eggs 
jfor sale out of cold-storage he ‘may 
jadd not more than 3 per centum, to 
}cover cost of labor and loss from 
| defective eggs. 

When the produce dealt in has 
been held for more than thirty days 
the cost of holding or carrying may 
be added to the cost price delivered 
to warehouse, and the cost of carry- 
ing may include storage at public 
tariff rates, insurance, interest at 7 
| per centum and shrinkage.

Dear Sir—The Alberta Provincial Department of Agriculture, through its representatives’ 
has just succeeded in getting the hay situation in somewhat more definite shape. 


There is a reduction in freight rates, carrying stock north from below the line drawn from 
Lacombe to Kerrobert, ‘and east of the line drawn from Cochrane to Lundbreck, to any place north 
of the said line, and the hauling of hay from any point north of the said line to any point south. 
The Dominion Government has promised 
to pay the other half, consequently the hauling to and fro will be practically free, except in the cases 
where the Ed. D. & B.C. line is used. As yet no arrangements have been completed with thefh, but 
These rates are open only to bona 
The speculator cannot profit by them. 


Large hay areas have been located along the southern shore of Lesser Slave Lake, and in the 
country adjacent to Athabasca Landing, also some around Clyde, Cooking Lake, north of Lake Wa- 


We have some pasture areas east and west 


The Provincial Department has secured control of the hay on all Dominion lands. Bona fide 
stockmen can get permits to.cut hay upon application to the Dominion Agents or Sub-Agents. The 
The amount of hay allowed each individual will be according to the amount of stock he has. These 
permits must be sanctioned by the Deputy Minister of Agriculture, Edmonton.

NEW TVPE OF AIRPLANE 


The London newspapers give pro- 
minence to a report of # new type ~ 
of British airplane, which, having 
been tested at the front with the 
greatest succes, is about to be om- 
ployed there in large numbers. No 
technical details are given, but it is 
said that the new machine has enor- 
mous speed and climbing power. It ts 
capable of caryirng great weight in 
bombs, machine guns and other equip- 
ment and of obtaining a height of 
20,000 feet in an astonishingly short 
time. 

It is said the machine can cover 
long distances at a sped which leaves 
all but the fastest modern scouting 
machines far behind and is thus able 
to cros sthe enemy's lines and drop 
bombs and returnf or a fresh load 
within a time limit far les than any 
of the earlier airplanes. 

The engines of the airplane are de- 
clared to be so completely reliable 
that risk of compulsory descent into 
the enemy's territory is eliminated. It 
is added that not one of these wonder 
machines has yet been downed, not- 
iwthstanding the utmost efforts of the 
Germans,
